It is Ordered, that the 
Committee ſitting at Haberdaſhers Hall for advance:of moneys, be 
aſſiſting to the ſaid Heads of Houſes placed by authority of Parlia- 
ment inthe ſeverall Colledges and Halls inthe ſaid Univerſity of 
Oxford, forthe putting that Ordinance and every clauſe thercot in 
execution»and for the procuring effectuall payment ro be made of | 
the ſaid Rents and duties accordingly.
